CHRISTMAS TREE FARM 


Christmas Trees “Customized” 
At New “Pines By Design’’ Ranch 


PORTERVILLE — The old 
days are long gone when folks 
could go into the forest and cut 
their own Christmas tree, but 
there is a modern approach to 
this old custom at the Pines By 
Design Christmas Tree Ranch, 
operated by Doug Peltzer and 
John Walker in the Porterville 
community at 1661 North 
Prospect. 

At this ranch, folks still go 
into the forest, but this forest is 
planned and planted; they still 
pick out their individual 
Christmas tree, but these trees 
are ‘‘customized” Monterey 
pines; they still cut their own 
tree, although the work is 
actually done by someone 
connected with the ranch; and 
they still go home with a tree 
that is fresh and beautiful, right 
out of the forest - just like when 
grandpa was a boy, or almost. 

Peltzer and Walker will 
harvest about 600 Christmas 
trees this season, all Monterey 
pines. Ranch outlet will open 
the day after Thanksgiving for a 
period of four weeks, when 
growing trees can be selected 


GOLDEN 


PORTERVILLE — “Golden 
Lemons,” a $998,000 California 
limited partnership, plans to set 
out 420 acres of lemons in 1973 
on a 760 acre block of land on 
the foothill slopes between the 
first ridge east of Porterville and 
Magnasite hill. 

The land, with a basic price 
of .$900 per acre, has been 
purchased from Larry Gill. by 
the Mesopotamia corporation, a 
California corporation, that is 
offering limited partnership 
interests in Golden Lemons. 

The 38,000 trees to plant the 
property are said to be available 
through prior nursery contract; 
water, according to the Golden 
Lemon prospectus, will be 
obtained from the Pioneer Water 
company -on demand, or from 
time to time stored in a 
balance-holding reservoir to be 
constructed on the property; 
water costs are “anticipated to 
be $6.00 per acre foot; the 
property will be managed by the 
Southern Tulare Farming 
Company Inc., headed by Gary 
Suthers. 

Mesopotamia Company, the 
general partner in Golden 
Lemons, is headed by Guthrie R. 
Swartz, president, who, prior to 
retirement as a minister, served 
partorates in Connecticut, 
Massachusetts and California, 
and who now holds licenses in 
the insurance and _ securities 
fields. 

He is a director of Recro Inc., 
a California corporation 


and arrangements made to hold 
the tree, if desired, for later 
cutting. Trees range in height 
from four to eight feet; deadline 
for reserved tree pickup is 
December 22. 

Farming Christmas trees 
involves something more than 
sticking seedlings in the ground, 
forgetting about them, then 
coming back later to harvest a 
crop. Best results are obtained 
when ground is fumigated before 
planting; during the four years 
that it takes a Monterey pine to 
reach “Christmas tree size,” the 


developing trees must be 
irrigated, fertilized and 
cultivated, also shaped and 
pruned. 


“Actually this type of pine 
tree grows pretty wild if left 
alone,” Peltzer says, “To get a 
shapely tree we do a lot of 
cutting, particularly during the 
last year before harvest when we 
prune individual trees every six 
weeks, in a sense customizing 
them.”

and easily grown vegetable 
sources. Such unlikely 
sources as cotton seed, pea- 
nuts, sesame and sunflower 
seeds, even alfalfa and leaves 
are being tested for conver- 
sion into nutritious foods. 

Although not many of 
these products are now com- 
mercially available, General 
Foods Corporation has suc- 
cestully tested and marketed 
to institutions such as 
schools and hospitals a high 
protein macaroni. 

The company says it pro- 
vides a prototype of foods we 
can expect in the future. By 
adding soy flour (an excellent 
vegetable protein) and corn 
flour to the wheat normally 
used to make macaroni, it has 
twice the protein content of 
regular macaroni.

The odds that California 
State Senate President Pro 
Tempore James Mills of San 
Diego would be dumped from 
his prestigious leadership po- 
sition were fairly strong prior 
to the November 7 election 
without the Republicans get- 
ting the upper hand to dictate 
oo of the Senate in 


The odds on Mills bein 
dropped after the election, of 
course, are far higher than 
before. With the Democrats 
and Republicans splitting 
votes 19 to 19 in the upper 
house and the prospects that 
each party will pick up one 
of the two vacated seats in 
special elections early in the 
year, the deciding vote in the - 
Senate will be cast. by Lt. 
Governor Ed Reinecke, Re- 
publican. By law, Reinecke, 
the presiding officer of the 
Senate, casts tie-breaking 
votes. 

Should Senator Mills bite 
the dust at the hands of the 
Republicans instead of the 
Democrats it probably would 
be a bit less embarrassing, but 
Sacramento observers say his 
performance didn’t sit well 
with his fellow Demos who 
were planning to unload him, 
too. 

Mills, who has been quite 
outspoken on campaign tac- 
tics and ethics, faces another 
problem. According to Sacra- 
mento news reports and to 
San Diegans, the President 
Pro Tempore used his state 
mailing privileges to cam- 
paign in behalf of a. ballot 
issue during the recent cam- 
paign. 

It can be expected that Sec- 
retary of State Edmund G. 
Brown, Jr. who has pushed : 
hard to force compliance with 
the state election codes in re- 
spect to expenditures will 
bring charges against Mills 
for what legal authorities say 
is a misuse of public funds, 
even though both are Demo- 
crats. Either that or presum- 
ably State Attorney General 
Evelle Younger will bring the 
case. If not, there is little 
question but that the public 
officials involved will have 
the case brought for them by 
one irate taxpayer or another. 

At stake, of course. is the 
integrity of the legislature’s 
granting its members mailing 
rights on matters of interest 
to their constituents. The law- 
makers are not supposed to 
use the taxpayers’ money and 
the time of their tax-paid 
staff members to send out 
election propaganda. 

If by one subterfuge or an- 
other Senator Mills gets away 
with his blatant campaign 
mailing, there is little reason 
to continue any mailing privi- 
leges—at taxpayer expense— 
for any legislator. The least 
the legislature can do is to re- 
quire reimbursement for the 
mailing, printing and staff 
time which went into the 
campaign piece. The ques- 
tion of damages presumably 
belongs to the courts if the 
legislature cleans up the mis- 
use of public funds.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, in the wake of a 
Ralph. Nader contention that 
business wields excessive 


_ influence over Congress, has sent 


to its members an. AFL-CIO 
scorecard that names 187 
Congressmen and 39 Senators 
who have voted more than 70% 
of the time “right” from the 
viewpoint of the labor 
organization. 

“Even more impressive is the 
number - 126 in the House and 
26 in the Senate - who vote the 
AFL-CIO way over 90% of the 
time,” the national chamber said 
in its legislative newsletter, 
“Congressional Action.” 

The listing was taken directly 
from the September 9 issue of 
the “AFL-CIO News.” 

Under the heading, “Big Bloc 
of Pro-Labor Votes in Congress 
Stands in Way of Needed Labor 
Law Reform,” the chamber said: 

“There is growing evidence 
that 
becoming increasingly aware 
that something is wrong. 
Education hammers home the 
precept that monopoly power 
leads to abuses, and the 
American people, who have been 
inclined to relate monopoly 
power only to. business, are 
beginning to recognize that 
giving monopoly powers to labor 
union leaders also leads to 
serious abuses.” 

The chamber called for these 
needed reforms: A curb on 
tax-financed aid for strikers; 
new machinery to. settle

contract grower for the State 
Division of Forestry. Since the 
Monterey pine is out of its 
native habitat in Porterville, 
seedlings must be protected 
from heat and sun in a nursery 


- lath house for a year before they ‘ 


are put into permanent field 
settings. 

About 7,000 trees are now 
under cultivation on three and 
one-half acres, with this year 
marking the first Christmas 
season that trees have been 
ready for harvest. 

Long-term plan, Peltzer says, 
is to develop sufficient plantings 
for an annual harvest-of 1,500 to 
2,000 trees from about eight 
acres. Small trees are re-planted 
within. a month after mature 
trees are cut. 

In addition to Monterey 
pines, Scots pines are also being 
produced, however they require 
about seven years to develop, so 
none will be available for 
another two or three years. 

Actually, the Pines By Design 
project is a family affair, Mrs. 
Peltzer handling the 
bookkeeping involved; Mrs. 
Walker doing the irrigating. 

“We believe we can profitably 
produce these choose and cut 
Christmas trees on a competitive 
price basis - footage, freshness 
and quality considered, Peltzer 
says.

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Environmental Assistance Program 


Put On Incentive Basis For Farmers 


VISALIA The 1973 Rural 
Environmental Assistance 
program (REAP) has_ been 
developed for approval, 
according to Paul Hamilton, 
county executive director, 
_Tulare County ASCS office, 
with other groups of agencies 
participating including the 
Agricultural Extension service, 
Forest service, Farmers Home 


administration, Soil 
Conservation service, and 
presidents of the Soil 


Conservation districts, as well as 
the chairmen from the ASCS 
Community committees. 

The REAP program is 
designed to induce farmers and 
ranchers to carry out needed 
conservation and environmental 
practices on their farms which 
they would not otherwise do. 
All practices offered are those 
which will protect the soil, and 
prevent or reduce pollution of 
water, air or land. Practices 
which will benefit all people 
will be given priority. 

The development group 
placed emphasis on long term 
enduring conservation practices, 
such as measures designed to 
reduce run-off from milk barns 
that could pollute surface 
streams, or ground water and 
retard obnoxious odors; tail 
water return systems which 
conserve water and retard 
mosquito breeding problems; 
forestry practices such as 
improving a stand of forest 
trees; and erosion control 
practices which retard the 
moving of silt and sediment 
that clog streams and deposit 
silt in lakes. 

These practices are given 
high priority. Incentive 
payments for such practices are 
at a higher cost share rate than 
those considered low priority 
practices.
